In 
other conference tilts Indians 


were upset at the start of the sea- 
son by Seaerest and later dead- 
locked both ‘Lake Worth and 
Belle Glade with tie games. The 
Blue Devils, on the other hand, 
won a game from Stuart and lost 
their other conference contests to 
Clewiston, Lake Worth and Sea- 
crest. 

Coach Webb Pell rates the In- 
dians as the fastest team in the 
conference and in practice sessions 
this week he spent considerable 
time working out defense tactics 
against the breakaway sprints. of 
the Indians’ speedy halfback Roger 
King and Joe Collins and the slick 
passing combinations of Quarter- 
back Ronnie’Phillips to. Ronnie 
Hutchinson and. King. Most of 
‘Wednesday's practice, however, 
was devoted to offensive scrim- 
mage in polishing up some of the 
split-T plays that will be used 
against the Indians. 

Pell plans to start the same line- 
up that clicked well in the 34-7 
trouncing the Blue Devils gave 
Stuart last week. Though short on 
reserves, the Blue Devils will start 
at full strength, with Halfback 
Bill Hatton and Hal Rosenberg 
expected to spark the ground at- 
tacks while Tackle Benny Sims 
will again anchor the Pahokee line.

During this week good beans 
have been averaging from $3.50 to 
$5.00 per hamper. The cut in yield 
is reflected in small car move- 
ments from the Lake Region 
where, normally, hundreds of cars 
would be going out weekly. 

When the present crop is picked 
there will be a lull in shipping due 
to the fact that plantings were 
held off by the 28 days of rain. 
Right now there is a shortage of 
labor and bean pickers are being 
hauled in daily from Fort Pierce, 
Okeechobee and other towns near- 
by. 
Joe Hatton has harvested some 
sweet corn and it brought a fair 
price—$3.24 per crate. Sweet corn 
harvest will get under way the 
latter part of the month. 

Celery harvest will start around 
Dec. 10. During the four weeks of 
flooded fields the farmers were 
unable to continue the planting of 
celery, which will make a gap in 
the celery season. The celery which 
was growing, was retarded and 
lost almost two weeks growth. No 
celery acreage was lost because of 
the flooded condition. 

Most of the new potato crop 
survived the heavy rains. Only 
the newly planted potatoes that 
had not started roots were dam- 
aged. s} 4

Follow Pattern Of 
Many Years Ago 


TALLAHASSEE—"The growth 
of the population of the State of 
Florida and the increase in the 
number of visitors . . coupled 
with rapid strides forward in the 
development of commerce and’ in- 
dustry, have resulted in vast in- 
creases in traffic on the’ high- 
ways,” so says the report on the 
study of Florida's highways as 
prepared by the firm of consulting 
engineers, Parsons, \ Brinckerhoff, 
Hall and MacDonald. 

The report, consisting of 112 
pages plus assorted charts, maps 
and tobles; deserves thorough in- 
vestigation by all those interested 
in Florida's road development. The 
report, thoroughly digested, pre- 
sents a clear picture of the neces- 
sity for early action in the im- 
provement of the State's road sys- 
tem. 

The report is important because 
it reveals that Florida’s road sys- 
tem has followed a historical pat- | 
tern instead of changing to the 


needs of an expanding state econ- | ® 


omy. The majority of Florida's 
traffic arteries now follow the 
original trails and roads construct- 
ed as far back in the State's his-/ 
tory as 1565. 

The time has now come to con- 
sider the crowded and hazardous 
highways in sections that did not 
inherit well traveled trails as the 
area was settled and developed. 
This accounts for the fine high- 
ways found in some rural sections 
of the State and the neglected and 
crowded conditions so prevalent in 
metropolitan sections such as 
southeast Florida.
